“ In the Public Service company, 
our em plovers are trained in first 
aid using the Red Cross’ excellent 
book on that subject. 
Time and 
again this training has been re- 
soonsible for the saving of human 
life. 
Employees have used their 
first 
knowledge, 
especially 
the 
Schaefer method, 
to save nearly 
50 lives among the public in the 
last few years. 
“Teams selected from among em ­ 
ployees trained in first aid have 
competed 
regularly 
in 
the 
Red 
Cross Annual first aid contest for 
industries and other organizations 
sponsoring first aid. 
Public Ser­ 
vice team s com peting in the Red 
Cross contests have later given any 
num ber of dem onstrations before 
schools, boy scout groups, clubs, 
police and fire departm ents, and 
civic organizations. 
W ith the work of the Red Cross 
spreading its acts of mercy in 
many directions, the importance of 
contributing to the annual roll call 
cannot be overemphasized in the 
opinion of Dr. Fisher.
